Ministerial Consecration and Support. 

The report on Ministerial Consecration and Support was read by 
T. R. Paden, discussed by T. R. Paden, D. L: Wilson, J. P. Brown and. - 
S. E. Tull, and, on motion, adopted, as, follows: —_ 

That the preacher should be consectated to the service of God, soul 
body, in time and energy, for life and death, seems to be conceded and 
expected by all. It is indeed the high calling of God, bearing with it the 
most fearful responsibilities and necessitating eminent personal piety, and 
the greatest self-sacrifice in toils, labors, sufferings, in the service of 
Christ. Well may a man exclaim, ‘Who is sufficient for these things?’ 
Jesus wills that his ministers be consecrated. In his great intercessory 
prayer for his disciples, he prayed, “‘Sanctify them in the truth; thy, word 
istruth.”” He prayed. that they might be consecrated in the truth, the 
word of God, or as Paul said of himself, ‘separated unto the gospel of God.” 
The words of the apostle make the duty of the ministry very plain. ‘It 
is not proper that we should leave the word of God and servatables. * * 
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* * We will give ourselves to prayer and to the ministry of the word’’— 
showing that the minister has enough to do without looking after temporal 
affairs, and he must give himself wholly to the spiritual. 

Now, it would seem that he who fills so holy and all-engaging office, 
should surely receive a temporal support ‘ample at least to relieve him of 
all secular engagements and worldly care. He has the ministerial office 
imposed upon him, and that “woe is me if I preach not the gospel!” He 
is made the guardian of immortal souls, and watches for them as they that 
must give account. As he is ‘‘separated unto the gospel of God,”’ it is to 
serve the people, and that in the most sacred and holy things. He must 
_preach the word, shepherd the flock,'do the work of an evangelist, take 
the lead in every good work, and in a thousand ways he must serve the 
people. Who will say that he must not be supported? God’s word is very 
plain that the minister has a right to look. for his support at the hands of 
those whom he serves. Paul, writing to the Corinthians, Says: ‘‘Who ever 
Serves as a soldier at his own charges? Who plants a vineyard and 
eats not of its fruits? Or who shepherds a flock and eats not of the milk 
of the flock? For in the law of Moses it is written, Thou shalt not muzzle 
an ox while treading out the grain.” Is it for the oxen that God cares? 
Or does he say it altogether for our sakes? Yes, for our sakes it was 
written; because he that plows ought to plow in hope; and he that 
threshes, in hope of partaking. If we sowed for you spiritual things, is 
it a great matter if we shall reap your carnal things?

The purpose of 
Christian education is to qualify the heart as well as the mind, and thus 
send out men in all the lines of life who are equipped to make religious 
leaders and teachers, as well as to be successful business and professional 
men. If we as Baptists would be true to our faith, we must keep our 
religious forces in advance of the march of industrig] and material

Whereas; liquor is sold in thirteen counties under the protection of 
the lawsjof this, commonwealth, and privilege tax license are issued by the 


United States government for prohihition territories, and realizing some- 
thing of|the great\drawbacks that the sale of liquor is to a community 
financially, civilly and spiritually, we desire to drive the traffic in liquor 
out of the > tate; therefore, We will not vote fora candidate in the next 
primary election for Senator or Representative who will nct pledge himself 
to use hig$ influence ‘in the hglls of the Legislature and vote for the sub- 
mission of constitutional prohibjtion to the voters of this State. We will 
also exact of our Congressman a pledge to use his influence to stop the 
issuing of privilege tax license in prohibition territory. Wedohereby ask 
relief from the curse of having whisky sent into prohibition territory, to 
be collected on delivery, and such legislation limiting the time it shall 
remain in the express office, as to senae prohibitive its shipment by the 
compani¢s; or such other legislation as will put an immediate stop to the 
C. O. D, whisky shipments.

The report on Sunday Schools was read by W. A. Wilson, dis- 
cussed by W. A. Wilson, H. J. Vanlandingham and M. L. Dew, and,

The most gratifying progress is being made in Sunday school work 
throughout the territory of the Southern Baptist Convention. The most 
hopeful sign of this Progress is the growing demand for the literature 
published by the” Sunday School Board. The receipts for the past year 
were over $10,000 more than last year. Fourtéen years of successful expe- 


rience has a that the Board has given us a literature both 
suited to the ne 


8 of our most progressive churches and those just begin- 
ning Sunday sctfoql work. Our periodicals have no superior in the whole 


field of Sunday school helps, and, in adaptability to, our own needs, have 
‘no equal. Good literature should make successful Sunday school work 
easy. The Teacher and Superintendent’s Quarterly are valuable contri- 
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butions to any school. Competent teaching force is necessary to success- 
ful school work, but the superintendent, to a great extent, holds the life 
and character of the school in his hands. The désign of the Superin- 
tendent’s Quarterly is to make the work of the superintendent more 
effective, and thus to strengthen all the working forces of the school. 

There are other periodicals and books published by the Sunday School 
Board that we commend to the use of the Sunday schools of the Associa- 
tion as far as they are able to purchase and use them. a 

No Sunday school within the knowledge of your committee has sus- 
pended for want of attendance, when a, good character of music can be 
rendered at its regular meetings. Numbers do not make good Sunday 
schools, but no school is as effective as it should be unless a great per cent. 
of the church and the children of the community are enrolled. The song 
service is the life of the school. How can we make it efficient unless we 
have books? Most of our schools are poorly supplied with suitable song 
books. The Baptist Hymn and Praise *Book is published ,by ou~ Sunday 
School Board, and is commended to us as a song book of great merit and 
popularity. The problem that confronts your committee is not so much 
how to make our schools more effective'im accomplishing the great under- 
lying purpose of furthering all the causes which appeal to Southern Bap- 
tists, but to find some means by which a live Sunday school may be organ- 
ized and maintained in every ¢chufch in, this Association. 

In our last report to the Baptist State Convention we find that, of the 
thirty-four churches enrolled in the Association, seventeen have no 
schools. With a church member- hip of 2,692, only 575 pupils arg enrolled 
in our schools. In Mississippi we have 109,000 Baptists, and a Sunday 
schodl enrgJment of 32,588. |Our Sunday school enrollment in the State 
is practically one-third of our|church enrollment. In the mastery of this 
problem there is no more important factor. than the pastors of churches des- 
titute of Sunday schools. The absence of a school indicates a discouraging 
condition in all the departments of church work. !he Sunday School 
Board expends $12,000 annually to build up and maintain Sunday schools 
in all our churches. Our State Board has Bro, Byrd in its employ to work 
with the Association in thé Sunday \school interest, but these agencies 
have been forced in the field to assist the pastor and not to perform his 
work, F 

Your committee renews the suggestion of the report of our State Con- 
vention, that the churches arrange institutes, to be conducted by Bro. 
Byrd, and these institutes to be followed by annual conventions of the 
schools of the Association. We also re¢émmend that each superintendent 
of school organize and endeavor to maintain one or more schools during ~ 
the next associational year. We recommiend that the Sunday schools be 


reported in the Minutes of the Association. '

Last year our Association, composed df thirty-six churches, with a 
total membership of 2,664, gave only $474.11 to Foreign Missions. This 
is about 17 3-5 cents per member, : 

This certainly indicates that thé majority of our people are giving 
nothing to the cause of Foreign Missions. In view of this almost inactive 


V 
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missionary Condition of so large a number of our people, this committee 
recommends that each church in this Association adopt a method of its 
own by which every mewber of our churches shall contribute something 
to Missions, no matter how small the amount may be. 

For general information, we will recite the following facts: Last year 
the churches of the southern Baptiat Convention contributed §315,- 
24553. Of this amount the Baptists of Mississippi gave $20 380.85 
Southern Baptists carry on missionary work in China, Japan, Africa, 
Mexico, Grazil and Argentina. We now support in these mission fields 
214 missionaries, 71 ordained native preachers and 229 other native helpers. 
There were received into the churches on these mission fields last year 
2,445 Converts by baptism. These figures show that our mission work is 
well planted and is greatly prospered of the Master. Our own local mis- 
Sionary sustentation needs: 1, A larger vision of Jesus Chri-t as the leader 
of our missionary forces whereof He gave us assurance when He said, 
“Lo I am with you always, even unto the end of the ages”
